I will convince her how 
neceſſary it is that our marriage ſhould im- 
mediately take place, and be declared; —then, 
even if the anger of my benefactor ſhould over- 
power his tenderneſs and affection, I have the 
world before me—Induſtry ſhall ſupply the neceſſi- 
ties of nature; and the ſweet reward of ſincerity, 
my heart's approbation, ſhall make ample amends 
for the luxuries.I loſe. But to-continue the mean 
paths of diflimulation—to ſtart at every noiſe to 
tremble at every glance - exiſting under the uplifted 
rod of Fear, is worſe, much worſe, than any evil 
that can reſult from an oppoſite-conduR. This is 
the voice of prudence, of intereſt,—and is in uniſon 
with the leſſons of morality, and the precepts af 
religion, .l will obey it inſtantly.” 205 
Such were the inward mufings of Barnwell; 
ſuch was the noble reſolution of his heart. As he 
was completely maſter of his own time in Mr. 
Emery's abſence, he anſwered ſome letters received 
that morning from Buxton, and went immediately 
eto Brompton. N 1 So 
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
